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HOAX SENDS 20 AMBULANCES 15 MILES 


Atlanta Life-Saving Machinery 
Galvanized By Report of Wreck

The life-saving machinery >»f metropolitan At- 
lanta was wound up at a moment’s notice and 
galvanized into swift action yesterday on the false 
report of a train wreck at Conley, Ga. 


The hoax—in which at least 75 persons were 


reported killed or injured—sent 


racing toward Conley with sirens screaming and 
full speed ahead on a mercy mission that failed to 


materialize. 


Police cars from Atlanta, Fulton county. DeKalb 
county and the state patro!] also roared down Mc- 
Donough road to Conley as rescuers rushed ‘to the 


wreck that was not there. 


The incident recalled a hoax last April when 
the lobby of a downtown hotel was cleared of all 
persons and a military guard was thrown around 
the block for the supposed visit of high-ranking 
diplomats supposedly en route to the San Francisco 


conference. 


The latest hoax began routinely enough at 3:45

He received 
the same negative reply.

These vehicles arrived 
at Conley. A check was made with the Atlanta 
Army Service Forces Depot.

Chinese Take Nanning, 
ever Singapore Line

great victory in 10 days, have captured Nanning, strategic highway 
town in southern Kwangsi province, cutting the Japanese overland life- 
line to Singapore and splitting enemy forces on the Asiatic continent.

NEW YORK, May 27.--~4)—Dr. 
Joseph Tenenbaum, president of 
the American Federation of Pol- 
ish Jews, today called for Jewish 
representatior. on the war crimes 
commission before “the entire 
matter of punishment of war crim- 
inals becomes a farce and a sham.” 
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A Chinese communique 
nounced that Nanning, former 
American airbase town that fell to 
the Japanese last November, was 
taken at 8 a. m. yesterday. The 
capture came nine days after vic- 
torious Chinese troops had re. 
occupied Foochow. 

The new sudden Chinese thrust 
severed the enemy’s Jast main 
highway supply route between his 
northern forces and the stolen em- 
pire of French Indo-China, Siam, 
Malaya and Singapore to the 
south. 

Nanning fell amid persistent re- 
ports that the Japanese were with- 
drawing north from the Hongkong- 
Canton area 300 miles to the east 
to avoid being trapped by another 
powerful Chinese assault against 
the enemy’s transcontinental corri- 
dor in Hunan province. 

Extent of the Chinese victory 
was highlighted by a statement 
from Fleet Adm. Nimitz that 
American submarines have all but 
cut the enemy’s sea lifeline to the 
southern regions, leaving the Jap- 
anese there without hope of help. 


Capture of Nanning invalidated 
eight months of furious battling 
by the Japanese last year to es- 
tablish a transcontinental corri- 
dor from Manchuria to Singapore 
which would relieve the strain on 
their shipping lines. 

The city lies astride the only’ 
highway through the enemy cor- 
ridor and is on the route of a pro- 
jected railroad connecting the 
Kwangsi-Kweichow line with a 
branch railroad running north 
from Hanoi in Indo-China. 

Nanning is 90 airline miles 
north of the Indo-China border 
and 150 miles south of Hochih, re- 
cently recaptured Japanese base 
on the Kwangsi-Kweichow rail- 
road, 

The communique announcing 
capture of the strategic city said 
that “results of the fighting are

It was be- 
lieved the fierce Chinese assault 
on the narrow waist of the cor- 
ridor in Hunan province to the 
north had forced the Japanese to

In Hunan province, the Chi- 
nese repulsed an enemy counter- 
attack to regain Taohwaping, 
west of Paoking, and continued 
their assault to knife through the 
corridor and cut the Canton-Han- 
kow railroad. 


Fierce fighting also flared 
along the Shenshien-Lunghai rail- 
road in western Honan province, 
north of Hunan, where the com- 
munique said that 3,000 enemy 
troops were killed in the final 
mopping up of an encircled Jap- 
anese pocket. 


The communique admitted Jap- 
anese capture of Siapu, on the 
Chinese coast 65 miles northeast 
of Foochow, where enemy troops 
landed last week to relieve hard- 
pressed forces fleeing north from 
the Foochow area with the Chi- 
nese in hot pursuit. 

Another Japanese column -is 
striking south from the enemy’s 
long-held bridgehead at the big 
port of Wenchow, 160 miles north 
of Foochow. This column was at- 
tacked by the Chinese in the area 
of Taunan, the communique said,

19,882 Warships Now Being Built 
Will Swell Navy to 127,268 Craft

WASHINGTON, May 27.—The 
United States Navy, which now 
boasts the greatest fleet in world 
history, has another 19,882 war- 
ships under construction for the 
war against Japan, a survey of 
Naval power disclosed tonight. 

Their completion will give the 
Navy the staggering tota! of 127, 
268 ships of all types—from bat- 
tleships and giant aircraft carriers 
to tiny patrol boats and landing 
barges. Included in the new pro. 
gram are 271 frontline fighting 
ships which will swell to slight 
ly more than 1,400 the fleet’s com. 
plement of combat craft. 

The Navy revealed last week 
that it has 107,386 ships, aggre- 
gating some 15,000,000 tons, op- 
erating in all waters. Of these, 
100,000 joined the fleet since Pear]! 
Harbor, including 1,150 combat 
craft. 


There were only 338 combat ves- 
sels before the Japs’ sneak attack 
and most of the announced Naval 
losses—309 vessels—have been in 
this category. 

Ships now under construction in- 
clude two battleships, 15 aircraft 
carriers, 30 carrier escorts, 47 
cruisers, 104 destroyers, six de- 
stroyer escorts, 22 fast transports 


Tand 45 submarines. 


These vessels will be added to 
a Navy which already boasts 23 
battleships, 67 cruisers, 26 carriers, 
65 escort carriers, 386 destroyers 
and 368 destroyer escorts. 

At least 200 of the combat ships 
now being built will be completed 
before the end of the year. 

The Navy’s program for con- 
struction of smaller-type, non-com: 
batant vessels points to the nu- 
merous amphibious operations that 
must yet be undertaken in the 
Pacific. It calls for 16,093 land- 
ing craft. 

Also being built or converted 
are 296 auxiliary vessels, 137 pa- 
tro] craft, 62 mine craft, 561 dis- 
trict craft and 2,462 small boats. 

Although supply will continue 
to be one of the major: problems 
ir the Pacific, construction of mer- 
chant ships has kept pace with 
military craft. Starting almost 
from scratch, the J. S. Maritime 
Commission has put afloat a fleet 
of 4,903 vessels, or 47,000,000 dead- 
weight tons, since January, 1942. 

Unless military leaders cal] for 
more, the commission will com- 


plete its building schedule this 
year. Only 7,000,000 tons remains 
to be constructed after June 1 


* 
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rand ships are now going down the 
ways at the rate of 1,000,000 tons 
@ month. Some west coast yards 
whose contracts are filled already 
have shifted to repair work. 

Officials estimate that only 150,- 
000 of the 472,350 persons now em- 
ployed in commission shipyards 
will be needed when the yards 
shift to repair work. But there is 
every indication that they will be 
absorbed by the Navy’s construc- 
tion program. 

Naval officials have warned that 
some of the carriers now building 
are behind schedule because of 
manpower shortages. They called 
un shipbuilders to redouble their 
efforts and said that the carrier 
fleet “must be increased, and 
soon.” 

Coincident with announcement 
of the drastic damage suffered by 
the U. S. S. Franklin, the Navy 
said that the carrier fleet ‘aces 
“its most serious test as the Pa- 
cific war reaches the principal 
Japanese islands and, in_ turn, 
more and more enemy land-based 
planes.” 

Largest of the carriers under 
construction are the 45,000-tonners 
Midway, Coral Sea and Franklin

GUAM, Monday, May 28.—(UP) 
Heavy guns of American battle- 
ships, cruisers and _ destroyers 
have teamed with land and car- 
rier-based planes to wipe out a 
“considerable” force of Japanese 
south of Shuri on embattled Oki- 
nawa, it was disclosed today as 
the enemy withdrew from some of 
its battered caves, and rains and 
mud continued to bog down the 
American campaign. 

The 77th Division, one of four 
Marine. and Army divisions as- 
saulting formidable Shuri, sent 
strong combat patrols deep into 
Japanese lines surrounding the 
fortress amid indications the en- 
emy might be withdrawing into 
inner defenses. 

PATROLS ACTIVE 

The patrols were able to drive 
past Japanese front lines in the 
north, while First Division Mar- 
ines attacking from the northwest 
observed the enemy destroying 15 
to 20 caves facing the American 
lines. 

Maj. Gen. Archibald V. Arnold’s 
Seventh Division on eastern Oki- 
nawa below Yonabaru stormed the 
face of a sheer 300-foot cliff dom-

vity to a standstill in most sec- 
tors. 

Nimitz reported American forces 
on the island had been supplied 
for the past six days “under great 
difficulty” because of the heavy 
mud and flooded streams. All 
supply movements were hampered. 
Leathernecks and doughboys were 
forced to carry supplies and am- 
munition by hand. 

The Seventh Division pushed 
slowly sout! from captured Yona- 
baru Saturday night, stumbling 
across huge stores of food, ammu- 
nition and supplies in caves aban- 
doned by the retreating Japanese 
in the Ozato Mura hills. 

At last reports the 7th was some 
2,000 yards beyond the city on the 
eastern coast, moving into a chain 
of hills protecting the Ch:nen 
peninsula to the south. 

The Asato river had raged over 
its banks and washed out three 
of the four bridges thrown across 
by Marine engineers to carry 
tanks and heavy equipment into 
ruined Naha, western anchor of 
the Japanese line. 

WARSHIPS JOIN SMASH 

Fields and roads were flooded. 
Front dispatches said roads were 
deep under water and were mark- 
ed by posts to outline their loca- 
tion. In one sector, three inches 
of rain was recorded in 16 hours.

Judge Grice, 
Of High State 
Court, Dies 


Associate Justice Warren Grice, 
70-year-old member of the Georgia 
supreme court from Macon, died 
at his residence at 25 South Pra- 
do, yesterday afternoon. 

Justice Grice had been in ill 
health for the past few weeks. 
However, he was on the bench at 
the session of the high court two 
weeks ago. 

The funeral will be held at 3 
p. m. tomorrow at Wiliow Lake, 
the Grice family plantation in Ma- 
con county, Georgia. Interment 
will be in the Marshallville ceme- 
tery. 

Surviving are his wife, the for- 
mer Miss Clara Elberta Rumph; 


two daughters, Misses Ruth and\ 


Elia Grice, and two sons, Lt. Ben- 
ning M. Grice, of the Navy, on 
duty in the Pacific, and Samuel R. 
Grice, of Marshallville. 

One of the older members of 
the court in service, Justice Grice 
hai served since Sept. 21, 1937. 
His present term expires Jan. l, 
1947 

A prominent jurist, Justice 
Grice helped rewrite the state 
constitution. He represented the 
supreme court as a member of the 
constitution revision commission. 

Justice Grice was outstanding 
in state governmental circles and 
was a member of a family which 
has provided state leaders for gen- 
erations. Justice Grice was attor- 
ney general from April 15, 1914, 
to Jan. 26, 1915. From 1901 to 
1904, he represented Pulaski coun- 
ty in the state legislature, His son, 
Benning M. Grice, represented 
Bibb county in the legislature in 
1939 and 1941. His father, Washing- 
ton Leonidas Grice, was a senator, 
a judge and a Confederate Army 
officer, and both his grandfathers 
were members of the legislature. 

An outstanding attorney in Ma- 
con before coming to the supreme 
court, Justice Grice was elected 
president of the Georgia Bar As- 
sociation in 1927. 

Justice Grice was oorn Dec. 6, 
1875, in Perry. .He attended Perry 
and Hawkinsville public schools 
and Mercer University. and was 


admitted to the bar in 1894. Jus-

FOREIGN-BORN FEEL AT HOME 


American Day Throng 
Told of Youths’ Part

Defying a broiling sun, a large audience of Georgians gathered at 
Lakewood park yesterday afternoon for the “I Am an American” Day 
celebration, honoring jointly two groups of new American citizens— 
those from foreign lands who have become naturalized and the 18- 
year-olds who reached citizenship this year. 


While flags from the United Na-' 
tions waved, songs by Metropoli- 
tan Opera Star Robert Weede and 
music by five bands—Lawson Gen- 
eral hospital, the Naval Air Sta- 
tion, College Park High school, 
Tech High school and the Girls’ 
Victory Band under the direction 
of Perry Bechtel—sparked the pro- 
gram. 

Besides leading the audience in 
the “Star-Spangled Banner,” “God 
Bless America” and “America,” 
Robert Weede thrilled listeners by 
his rendition of the Figaro aria 
from “The Barber of Seville” and 
“Old Man River.” 

In recognition of the new citi- 
zens, Ralph McGill, editor of The 
Constitution, told the 18-year-old- 
ers that at almost every stop of 
his recent 43,000-mile world tour 
he found members of the armed 
forces of 17, 18 and 19 doing man.- 
sized jobs, and doing them to per- 
fection. 

“Vote and study while you're 
voting and encourage others to go 
to the ballot box,” he exhorted 
them. “Become a participating 
American citizen, and I am con- 
vinced that you 18-year-olders will 
improve the ballot.” 

Don Wyant, president of Boys’ 
High school’s Hi-Y Club, responded 
by saying “I can tell Mr. McGill 
that we will vote. We accept 
the challenge from the older 
generation, and we realize that 
the vote is our greatest right.” 

Dean Raimundo de Ovies ad- 
dressed the naturalized American 
citizens, telling them to take ad- 
vantage of all America has to of- 
fer them. 

“My father was born in Spain, 


my mother was born in Ireland, 


and I was born in England. But 
I think it would be impossible for 
anybody to feel more at home in 
America than I,” he said. “And 
that’s because I’ve made it my 
home.” 

Miss Gertrude Ehrlich, who 
came from Austria, replied with 
great feeling: 

“We have come to America at 
different times, from different 
countries and for different rea- 
sons. But we have all come seek- 
ing one thing—security. The 
American cause is more than a 
national cause; it is a world one. 
By becoming citizens of America, 
we are becoming better citizens of 
the world.” 


D.. Allen A. Stockdale made 
the keynote address, “I Am an 
American.” An Ohio farm boy, 
Dr. Stockdale is a representative 
American who came up the hard 
‘say, and he has gained national 
recognition as a lecturer and sales- 
man for Uncle Sam. 


Other highlights of the program 
were a huge citizens’ cavalcade, 
staged by Mike Benton, represent- 
ing about 100 civic, religious and 
war organizations, a resplendent 
Yaarab Temple review, posting of 
colors by U. S. Marines, a tribute 
to soldier dead by the Rev. Wallace 
Rogers, invocation by Father T.

David Marx.

George Sees : 
Tough Trade 
Pact Fight 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(/)— 
Sen. George, Democrat, Georgia, 
today predicted a “tough fight” 
in the senate over the reciprocal 
trade agreements bill with the op- 
position centered on the provision 
allowing a 50 per cent cut in pres- 
ent tariffs. 


As chairman of the Finance 
Committee, George will lead the 
fight for the administration meas 
ure. He announced the commit- 
tee will begin hearings Wednes- 
day and said he hoped to com- 
plete them within a week and 
get the bill to the floor.

Several are in Europe, others in 
San Francisco for the United Na- 
tions Conference, and a group is 
preparing to go to the Philippines. 

In addition to the new tariff 
cutting authority the legislation, 
passed by the house. yesterday aft- 
er a hard battle, would extend for 
three years the President’s power 
to make reciprocal trade agree- 
ments. The present trade agree- 
ments act allows cuts up to 50 
per cent in the tariffs set by the 
Hawley-Smoot act of 1930, the last 
Republican tariff law. Numerous 
levies already have been cut the 
allowed limit in existing agree- 
ments, so that authorization for 
another 60 per cent cut would 
mean an accumulated uction of 
75 per cent in many 6f the Haw- 
ley-Smoot rates. 

House Democrats made the leg- 
islation largely a partisan issue 
as they pushed the measure 
through late yesterday without 
amendment. 

Senate Democrats lack an equiv- 
alent working margin of party 
superiority, howe'er, and some 
Democrats are cool to the leg- 
islation. 


‘Little Hitler Salesman’ Captured; i 
Goering Successor Takes Poison 


PARIS, May 27.—(UP)—Albert' 


Foerster, known as the “Little Hit- 
ler” in the days when He was Dan- 
zig Nazi party leader, has surren 
dered to the British at Hamburg 
and Field Marshal Robert Ritter 
von Greim, last chief of the de 
funct German air force, has poi- 
soned himself while being held an 
Allied prisoner, it was disclosed 
tomight. 

A United Press Hamburg dis 
patch said that Foerster surren- 
dered without a fight late Friday 
to a British lieutenant and a ser- 
geant at a Hamburg hotel, where 
he had registered a week ago as 
a traveling salesman.

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A Victory—But Hardly Encouraging 


The House of Representatives voted, 
239 to 153, to continue and expand execu- 
tive authority to make reciprocal trade 
agreements between the United States and 
other nafions. »* 


It was a highly commendable action, 
one which the Senate should follow quickly 
inasmuch as the present act expires two 
weeks from tomorrow. 


The House action came only after 
Speaker Rayburn had read a persona! plea 
from President Truman in which the new 
chief executive declared unequivocally: 
“Il regard the pending measure for the 
renewal and strengthening of the trade 
agreements act as of the first order of im- 
portance for the success of my adminis- 
tration.” | 


The measure which the House passed 
after four days of furious debate—and 
‘which faces even greater opposition in the 
Senate—is needed to carry out the major 
foreign policy plank upon which the people 
of this nation elected the present adminis- 
tration It provides for the extension of 
the ll-year-old reciprocal trade law for a 
period of three years from June 12, when it 
expires. And it authorizes the President 
and the State Department to cut current 
tariff rates up to 50 per cent in exchange 


for similar concessions from other nations 
on American exports. 


It is distinctly discouraging that—al- 
though the measure is the number one 
project on the nation’s program for inter- 
national co-operation and the President 
made a personal plea for its passage—Re- 
publican House members voted almost 
unanimously against it. 


The tradition-bound GOP, in short, is 


interested in neither international co-oper- 
ation nor the success of the present admin- 
istration. It is for high tariffs ad infinitum 
despite the fact ‘that we should have 
learned from sad experience that it is only 
through the free exchange of goods on the 
international market that there is any real 
hope of lasting peace. 


This action of GOP House members is 
in sharp contrast, incidentally, to a recent 
Gallup poll which showed a substantial 
majority of Republican voters in favor of 
renewing and expanding the reciprocal 
trade act. : 


Whether or not Republican Senate 
members will be as short-sighted as their 
1 in the lower house remains to 
be'seen.

No Peace Treaty for Europe 


Today Germany is a country without a 
ruling entity. When the Allies took over 
the remnants of the German army com- 
mand at Flensburg, they wiped out the 
last organized remnant of German author- 
itv. All Germany is now under Allied 
military rule. 


Furthermore, when the various zones 
of occupation for the different armies of 
the Allies are definitely demarked, pre- 
war Germany will be cut into segments. 


Martial law will prevail for a long 
time to come. The German people will 
have to obey the decisions of the joint 
high command, sitting either in Berlin or 
in some other city chosen by them as a 
new capital. There will be local self-gov- 
ernment under the ‘supervision of the oc- 
cupying armies, but this will be in the 


hands of individuals, carefully selected 
with the view to barring any former Nazis 
from any kind of office. 


Germany faces years of strictest con- 
trol. Undoubtedly the German people face 
long privation, suffering and humiliation. 
Millions will be put to work, certainly in 
Russia and perhaps in other countries, 
warking to undo the damage they wrought. 
This is justice, simple and obvious. 


There can be no sympathy for the Ger- 
mans. Whatever awaits them they have 
brought upon themselves. No hardships 
can atone, in full, for the horrors, the 
agony, they imposed upon the world. 


Formal peace treaty is impossible, for 
years to come, because a treaty requires 
two parties and there is no recognizable 
German authority to sign such a pact.

Current Literature 


On Child Rearing 


For some reason a lot of literature on how 

to bring up a child has been coming over my 

| desk. In a way, this is something of a relief. 

After going through the usual requests to subscribe and join and 
affirm, it is relaxing to read new literature. 

Some of it is stimulating. There is, for instance, Dr. 's 
book. It begins with a great deal of assurance. 

“There is no mystery,” it begins, “about bringing up a child. 
It is not a hardship. It is not merely easy, but fascinating, to use 
our approved method. The child becomes the confidant of the 
father, sharing all confidences, joys and sorrows. Respect is de- 
veloped, mutual respect, and before the father knows it he finds 
he has played a real part in producing a young gentleman of culture 
and refinement who will *know how to take his proper place in 
the world.” 

I found myself in immediate rebellion. In the first place, it 
would not be a fair swap. After all, the confidences I might pro- 
vide would be of a decidedly: more interesting character. 

I found myself thinking over possible confidences. I often have 
wanted to go to a psychologist about a certain one, I think it gave 
me a complex. It was when I was a young reporter in Tennessee. 
One of my confidants was a young businessman. He had a car. 
His name was Dave McQuiddy. He is married to a charming girl 
and has three charming children. One afternoon he telephohed me 
and said he had a date—a chorus girl who was playing in the road 
show of “Pretty Baby,” and she had a friend if I wanted to go 
along. 

The prospect was exciting. I had never waited at a stage door. 
We went to see the show and then went around to the stage door. 
After a while the young ladies came out. 

I recall that my companion introduced herself as Miss Gwen- 
dolyn Armbruster, of an old Virginia family, one of the F. F. V.’s. 
I asked from where in Virginia. 

“The eastern shore,” she said. 

This seemed a little vague at the time. Later on I found out 
this was a name applied to a portion of Maryland. Still, | would 
not like to do the young lady an injustice. Virginia has an eastern 
shore. 


After we got into the car and it was purring out the 
Complex Granny White pike, with the moon cool on the chert 
road and the old rock fences dark and mysterious in their shadows, 
she leaned toward me and said, very tenderly: 

“We had a matinee today,” she said, ‘‘and after two shows my 
feet hurt and I am tired. If you want to Kiss me, do it now and 
get it over with, as I want to rest.” 

If, for instance, I were confiding this in a course of child-rearing 
I would want to know, in confidence, if in his opinion Miss Arm- 
bruster said that to all young reporters whom she met at the stage 
door, or was it that I lacked the emotional appeal, the fire to chal- 
lenge an F. F. V. who danced in the first line of the “Pretty Baby” 
show. 

As I recall, I was nonplussed. I told her to go ahead and take 
a nap. I always liked to look at the roads in moonlight. My failure 
also seemed to put a chill on Miss Adelaide O’Halleran. Mr. Mc- 
Quiddy had to struggle to kiss Miss O’Halleran and he never really 
succeeded. 

On our return to the city we bought them a spaghetti dinner 
at Domenick’s chili parlor, this being before he moved up the 
street to the affluence of Domenick’s restaurant. The spaghetti 
was the best part of the evening. 

At any rate, the business of exchanging confessions does not 
seem to me to be an even*arrangement. It has no real possibilities. 
Habits This brochure went on to say: “Teaching a child good 

habits is essential in that it prepares the way of dis- 
cipline against the easy facility of bad habits.” 

This annoyed me excessively. There is nothing which requires 
more patience, hard work and application to detail than the so-called 
bad habits. Man, and boy, for instance, I have spent considerable 
money and time trying to learn to smoke. I went through terrible 
and awful adolescent illnesses trying to learn cigarets and pipes. 
Even today the very smell of tobacco smoke makes me slightly ill. 
It was a habit I could not acquire. Learning to like beer is one 
of the most difficult tasks man ever set for himself. It requires 
infinite patience and application far beyond that of a mathematics 
lesson or mastering one of Chopin's concerts in A sharp major. I 
gave up poker years ago because it was too tough. I passed fresh- 
man algebra, but every weekend in Kissam Hall, at Vanderbilt 
University, I flunked in poker. 

If questioned on the matter of bad habits I would be forced to 
confess that probably the only reason I do not have a splendid 
galaxy of them is because they were too difficult for me to master. 
1 deserve no credit for being a humdrum, more or less habitless 
creature who even, when a young reporter, inspired chorus girls 
only to doze in a corner of the car and rest their feet. 

So, I find myself growing suspicious of this literature, too. After 
this it will go into the waste paper basket along with the request 
to join a study group, which will exchange papers on the minor 
poets, or the appeal to subscribe to the defense fund of unfortunate 
Joe Spelvin, the illiterate sharecropper who slew his father with 
an ax. It seems he was obeying the impulse of a psychosis ac- 
quired as a child when his father used to use force in taking the 
ax away from him when he, the innocent child, tried to play with 
it. He is not, of course, really guilty. 

One day I will write my own book on child culture. It will 
begin: “Join a gymnasium and get yourself in perfect physical

Army Radio Teaches 
Gls About Germans 


The U. S. Army radio in Europe is doing a 
good job. Here follows an example of its ex- 
cellent work. 

All American troops in occupied Germany have been ordered 
not to fraternize with German civilians. This order is not un- 
explained. From headquarters of Gen. Omar Bradley 15 dramatic 
radio shows are being transmitted to rear and front lines alike. 
These radio shows teach the average GI the true reasons behind 
the nonfraternization order. 

Here is the script of one of the 15 radio shows. 

The characters are the Voice of the Allied accuser; Anna, a Ger- 
man woman; Hans, a German man. 

Announcer: ... The German civilian population will try to be- 
friend you—try to convince you that they are guiltless in the bloody 
campaigns of the German armies—in the terrorism, murder and 
pillage of weaker nations. The facts prove that the German people 
stood firmly behind their armies and the methods of those armies. 
Fraternize with no German. They are all guilty. 

The Voice: ...I am the Voice of the Accuser. The Voice of 
the outraged peoples of the world—the Allied Nations who have 
fought the barbarous aggression of the German nation. 

Anna: ...I1 am Anna, a simple. home-loving German woman. 
I condemn the Nazis and defy my Accuser. I am innocent of wrong- 
doing. :, . 

~ lt ... My name is Hans. I am a small businessman of a 
German town. 1 wish to befriend the Allies. 

Voice: ... Anna and Hans—just two people of the millions that 
I hold accused, that I shall not befriend, that I shall punish. Two 
examples of the lie and the deceit of a Germany that sees defeat. 

Anna: ... Allied troops have entered our town. I wish to be- 
friend them. They have no reason to hate me. I had nothing to 
do with the deaths of their comrades. 

Voice: .. . That is your first lie. It is not a lie that we will 
believe; Did you not give your son happily to the guardianship 
of the state to be mouldéd into a fanatic soldier of the Reich? 

Anna: ... (high tenseness): They took him from me. I swear 
that it is true. 

Voice: . . . Did you not say In public that you wished you had 
many sons to give to the state? 

Anna: ... Yes, yes, I said that, but I was deluded. 

Voice: *. . . Did you not—guiltless Anna—betray your husband 
to the Gestapo because he made a joke about your leader? 

Anna: ... Yes, yes, I did that—but I didn’t know what I was 
doing. I loved my husband. I didn’t want to hurt him. 

Voice: ... Anna, we find you guilty as any man who held a 
knife against the throats of persecuted peoples. We find you guilty 
of full support in the ideas and madness of the German leaders. 

Hans: ... The woman Anna and many like her are fanatics. 
They gave their sons to the state. They betrayed their husbands, 
but there are those of us who always despised them for it, who are 
glad that the Allies have come to rescue us from the yoke of the 
Nazis. 

Voice: . . . There was no anti-Nazi underground in Germany! 
Did you, who despised the German creed, fight it before we arrived 
as did patriots in other countries? 

Hans: ...I am a businessman. 
I have a small factory. 

Voice: . You used 
Poland for that factory. 

Hans: ... It was the system. I had nothing to do with the sys- 
tern. I am only a small businessman who wants peace. 

Voice: ... You did not rebel at the inhumanity of the military. 
As a civilian you used the slave labor of their conquests for your 
own profit and to develop machinery for new conquests. Further, 
you treated that labor as no civilized human being would treat 
them. You are guilty with all the others and you shall not escape 
your punishment. 

Announcer: ... (summing up): Many of the German people 
are trying to hide from justice—trying to hide from the knowledge 
of the accused. All Germans are guilty—show no friendliness to 
any of them. Give them no greeting, don’t speak to.them. They 
are your enemies.

Analyzes the New 
Cabinet Appointees 


WASHINGTON — President Truman has 
moved a bit faster than most observers thought 
. he would in undertaking a reorganization 6f 
the Roosevelt cabinet. 

While some changes in the cabinet have been accepted as a 
foregone conclusion ever since the new President took office, the 
feeling had been that he would wait a longer period before sur- 
rounding himself with- men of his own choice. 

Selection of National Democratic Chairman Robert Hannegan 
as postmaster general, the. first of the new appointments an- 
nounced, occasioned less surprise than the other three which have 
followed. Mr. Hannegan’s appointment was more personal. 

He had organized the forces which brought about the Truman 
nomination for vice president, and, having managed the successful 
1944 presidential campaign, it was natural that he should be 
mirbanetr by being elevated to the cabinet at the earliest possible 
moment, 


The same situation does not apply with respect to the other 
appointments that have just been announced. If any significance 
is to be attached to all-of this, it is only that Mr. Truman is deter- 
mined to move ahead with the business of setting up his own 
administration. 


° It is logical, therefore, to look upon the 
Other Changes? appointments that have been made as th 
forerunner of still others to come as soon as circumstances permit. 
Close analysis of the cabinet situation shows that President 
Truman has gone about as far in reorganizing his official family 
as he could at the present time. It would*be improper for him 
to disturb either Secretary of War Stimson or Secretary of the 
Navy Forrestal until the war is over. Both have splendid records. 
By the same token, he could not afford to remote 
of State Stettinius or Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau while 
they are engaged in their present important activities. 
That leaves only Secretary of Commerce Wallace and Secre- 
tary of Interior Ickes among those who have not been disturbed. 
For obvious reasons Mr. Truman could not afford to accept 
the resignation of Mr. Wallace, his chief rival for the vice presi- 
dential nomination at the Chicago convention last year. More 
over, Mr. Wallace is looked upon as the leader of léft-wing elements 
in the party. To throw him out would be to' invite a serious 
schism within the party. 


And as for Mr. Ickes, he long has occupied the position as the 
chief hatchet man of the New Deal. He is the crusader who has 
always leaped forward with a stinging defense of the New Deal 
when it was under attack. More than any member of the old 
Roosevelt cabinet, he epitomizes what is left of the New Deal. 

Naturally Mr. Truman can ill afford to divorce himself of what 
Mr. Ickes represents. Certainly not for some time, in any event. 

Thus, it appears that the new President has gone about as far 
as it is possible at this time in making cabinet changes. 


~AS ee Perhaps the only criticism that can be made 
Only Criticism of the new cabinet changes is that, while 
the appointees are all men of acknowledged substance, none of 
them has a national background of very broad scope. Some of 
Mr. Truman's friends feel that he will need to surround himself 
with men of proven ability whose records and reputations are 
more generally known throughout the country. 

The trying problems that lie ahead require that he have a 
cabinet of the highest caliber, it is said. That will be the surest 
way of giving the country complete confidence in his administration. 

In the meantime, the new appointments already made show 
the shift in political gravity that is to take place under the 
Truman administration. For the first time in years, if not ever, 
the west, the far west and the southwest will have four members 
of the cabinet. 

Former Sen. Schwellenbach, the new secretary of labor, comes 
from Washington; Asst. Atty. Gen. Tom Clark, who is to succeed 
Mr. Biddle, comes from Texas, while Rep. Anderson, who is to 
be the new secretary of agriculture, comes from New Mexico. 
Secretary Wallace, a native of lowa, makes the fourth western man. 

That, in the opinion of all, strikes a far better balance in the 
cabinet than existed under the Roosevelt administration during 
the past four years. 

To complete the balance, Mr. Trunian is expected to go to the 
southeastern states for his next cabinet appointment. That section 
is not now represented, although starting out with three under 
the first Roosevelt administration.

(This is a timid step toward 
home-rule. Real home-rule would 
eliminate the step of having such | 
changes first passed by the leg- | 
islature, since a local referendum | 
is provided anyway.)

10. Power to pass toning and 
planning laws given to general as- 
sembly. The general assembly is 
given the right to grant power to 
municipalities and counties to pass 
zoning and planning laws. Under 
the present constitution an amend- 
ment is necessary every time a 
néw city or county wants the right 
to pass zoning laws. This new pro- 
vision grants the power to the leg- 
islature so that it will not be nec- 
essary to amend the constitution 
so frequently. (If this power had 
been granted directly to cities and 
counties it would have been a step 
toward home-rule.)

The offices of president 
pro tem of the senate and speaker 
pro tem of the house were created 
to act in the absence of the presi- 
dent and the speaker.

Feared Worse 


Than Meat 


WASHINGTON, May 27.—(#)— 
The house Food Investigating 
Committee headed by Rep. Clin- 
ton Anderson, Democrat, New 


Mexico, who is to become secre- 
tary of agriculture in July, has 
turned its attention. to shortages 
. edible and industrial fats and 
oils. 

Committee investigators have 
been sent to the War Food Ad- 
ministration and other food agen- 
cies for information about these 
commodities. World (other than 
Japanese controlled areas in the 
Pacific) and domestic supplies of 
animal and vegetable fats and oils 
have been dwindling rapidly. 

Food officials have said it is 
possible that the fats and oil short- 
ages “may become much more 
acute than the meat _ shortage. 
They explain that it is easier for 
consumers to get along on short 
supplies of meats than of fats. 

Besides providing energy, fats 
are necessary to make a cereal 
and vegetable diet palatable. A 
certain amount of fat is required 
in making breads and in other 
cookery. Since Europe may be 
reduced to a predominately cereal- 
vegetable diet this winter, it will 
require considerable fats and veg- 
etable oils. 

With important vegetable oil 
producing areas of the Pacific like- 
ly to remain closed to the United 
Nations for many months, Europe 
must lean heavily on the United 
States, itself an importer in nor- 
mal times. 

The domestic situation has been 
greatly aggravated by a sharp re- 
duction this year in slaughter of 
hogs.

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WASHINGTON — I've already 
written that if you’re a vet with 
a disease or injury incurred (or 
aggravated) in line of duty and 
you need treatment at any time 
for that injury or disease, then 
you're first in preference for ad- 
mission to a Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration hospital. You must have 
an honorable discharge. 

In this “first preference” group, 
there are two other classes. The 
first of these is composed of of- 
ficers or enlisted men who had 
honorable service during a period 
of war and who have been re- 
tired. If it is medically deter- 
mined that they need treatment 
for injuries or disease incurred 
in line of duty, and not the re- 
sult of their own misconduct, they 
can get it. 

The other class may surprise 
you. To get it straight, let’s use 
an example. A young man ap- 
plied for enlistment in the Navy. 
He was provisionally accepted and 
then directed to report to a Navy 
installation for final acceptance. 

As @ passenger on a bus on his 
way to the Navy installation to 
be finally accepted, he was in- 
jrred. He was hospitalized and 
never was accepted. A long time 
after he got out of hospital, his 
injury grew worse. He is entitled 
to treatment in a Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration hospital and comes 
within the “first preference” 
group. Same thing goes for a 
man who had been selected for 
service, but was injured after he 
duly reported to his loca] draft 
board, but before being rejected. 
Also, if a National Guard outfit 
was called into the federal serv- 
ice, but a member was injured in 
line of duty before actually be- 
ing enrolled in the federal serv- 
ice, he'd be in this first group. 

By “first preference” however, 
I don't mean “preferred treat- 
ment.” I mean preference as to 
pdmission to the hospital. If a 
V. A. hospital is somewhat crowd- 
ed and only a few more veterans 
can be admitted, then those in 
the first group I’ve mentioned are 
hospitalized first. 

The second group of ex-service 
people in line for admission is 
made up of those with honorable 
discharges who are in need of 
treatment for line of duty injuries 
or diseases, but who had no war- 
time service. This includes re- 
tired enlisted men or officers. In 
this bunch, a retired Army man 
with no wartime service must 
agree to pay a daily subsistence 
rate—about a dollar a day. This

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second group can get authorized 
V. A. hospital treatment at any 
time. The question on Form P-10 
about financial ability to pay for 
hospitalization won’t affect the 
first and second groups at all. 

The third group is made up of 
any veterans who served during 
a period of war and who after- 
ward may suffer from some per- 
manently disabling condition or 
any other condition demanding 
emergency or extended treatment. 
The treatment might consist only 
of care in one of the V. A.’s several 
homes for veterans—they call them 
domiciliary homes. 

Consequently, V. A. hospital 
care, or care in a domiciliary 
home, is authorized for any vet- 
eran of this third group. Such an 
ex-service man must be considered 
to be incapacitated from earning 
a living. Also, we’re back to Form 
P-10 again, because he must sign 
that he’s financially unable to pay 
for care or treatment. 

To be included in this third 
group he must have served dur- 
ing a period of war and must have 
had 90 days or more service (un- 
less he was discharged because of 
a line of duty injury or disease). 

Let’s pause for breath and tackle 
the fourth group next time.
